The B50 had flown from Eielson 
over the Aleu tian Islands to a point 
off K am ch atk a and had been fly­ 
ing north abou t 25 miles off the Si­ 
berian coast for 30 to 40 minu tes 
when the vapor trails of two planes 
were sighted IO m iles coastw ard 
from the U. S. plane.

WASHINGTON, March 18 - A 
dollars-and-cents magna charta 
fo r thou sands of small bu siness­ 
men and farmers was recently 
framed when the U. S. tax cou rt 
and the U. S. circu it cou rt of ap ­ 
p eals in Richmond held that con­ 
tribu tions to the 
National Tax 
Equ ality Association are not de­ 
du ctible for income tax p u rp oses. 
If u pheld by the Su p reme Cou rt 
and generally ap p lied, the decis­ 
io n will sav e many millions a 
y ea** for gu llible 
cu stomers of 
such organizations. 
The NTEA s p rincip al objects e 
was to p ersu ade Congress to im­ 
po se a tax o n farm and allied co­ 
o peratives, which is a legitimate 
endeavo r. Bu t the federal cou rts 
held that its chief activ ity was 
“ pro paganda,” and that it was 
no t a bo na fide organization 
en­ 
titled to the consideration 
ac­ 
co rded such grou p s as the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, the Na­ 
tio nal Asso ciatio n of Manu factu r­ 
ers, reco gnized labor unio ns and 
agricultural asso ciatio ns. 
The decisio n came o n an ap­ 
peal by the American Hardware 
and 
Equipment 
Comp any 
of 
Charlo tte, N. C,, fro m the o rigi­ 
nal ruling by the tax cou rt. It 
had held as no ndeductible the 


firm’s contribu tions of $1,800 in 
19 47 and $1,500 in 19 48 to NTE A. 
A similar decision against the 
Roberts Dairy Comp any of Om­ 
aha, Neb., was u p held 
by the 
U. S. cou rt of ap p eals for the 
eighth circu it. 
In v iew’ of these two ru lings, af­ 
firmation by the Su p reme Cou rt 
is anticip ated.

which mu lct tru sting bu siness­ 
men, manu factu rers and farmers 
withou t giv ing any thing in re­ 
tu rn. The Pu tnam Small Bu siness 
Committee once estimated that 
the annu al take of su ch organi­ 
zations ru ns into many millions 
of dollar* annu ally . They ex ist 
in ev ery field as a resu lt of the 
tremendou s federal ex p ansion of 
the last 20 y ears.

NEW YORK CP — More p rice 
hik es and p rice drop s p ep p er the 
news today . Coffee, su gar, onions, 
wool, soy bean oil. some metals and 
chemicals are tak ing the high road. 
Veal chop s, sheets, and some m et­ 
als are heading for the low road. 
It’s all p art of the readju stment 
to decontrol, which finds most com­ 
modities in too amp le su p p ly to 
bu dge either way . 
Coffee roasters are hik ing whole­ 
sale p rices by two to fou r cents a 
p ou nd. In the last two week s whole­ 
sale p rices hav e been boosted by 
fou r to six cents. The rise reflects 
the ju mp in p rice of green beans 
in Brazil, where demand is said 
to be ou tstrip p ing su p p ly . 
Su gar p rices hav e gone u p 25 
cents a hu ndredweight at wholesale 
and U. S. p rices are now almost 
dou ble those in the world mark et, 
where there is a su rp lu s. 
This is becau se the U. S. gov ern­ 
ment has an effectiv e q u ota-sy s- 
tem control of p rices and wants 
them high to p rotect domestic su ­ 
gar p rodu cers. 
The gov ern men*

p orted, and thu s can raise or lower 
p rices at will.

I hop e that the American 
retailers will not forget to

m em ories.” 
There is no dou bt that the kind 


of cou ntry store in which Abe 
Lincoln learned to k now p e op le - 
famou s for its check er p lay ers, 
p otbellied stov e, crack er barrel 
and rat cheese—is getting as rare 
as the cigar store Indian. 
It has giv en way to that v ast 
cathedral of commerce, the su p ­ 
erm ark et, in which throngs shop 
to soft mu sic, ev ery bu y 
is 
a 
bargain, and ev ery p u rchase is 
p re-wrap p ed in a p ack age as san­ 
itary as a saint's dream . There 
isn't any thing wrong with them 
Mass shop p ing 
p robably 
is 
a 
natu ral aftermath of mass p ro­ 
du ction. Bu t they do sell more 
bargains than memories. 
In between 
the 
old 
cou ntry 
store and 
the 
two-lane 
su p er­ 
mark et, howev er, are thou sands 
of 
neighborhood 
stores 
across 
America which are a k ind of a 
comp romise. They are more lik e­ 
ly to giv e credit than bargains, 
bu t the cu stomer is treated as 
a friend, and when a k id comes 
in with his fam ily ’s meat order 
the bu tcher delights him with a 
free slice of baloney , eaten on 
the sp ot. 
My dad ran that ty p e of store 
for almost 30 y ears. Some small 
shop k eep ers dev elop a 
gru dge 
against su p erm ark ets, 
bu t 
dad 
nev er did. 
“ Any man who can t op en a 


gro cery sto re right nex t do o r to 
*a superma rket a nd do a ll right, 
do esn't belo ng in business,” ho 
sa id. “ But if he do es, he will ha v e 
to sell serv ice. So me peo ple will 
a lwa y s wa nt perso na lized serv ice 
a nd will pa y fo r it.” 
The o nly thing da d ev er ha d 
a ga inst 
the 
superma rkets 
wa s 
they were so spick-a nd-spa n his 
o wn custo mers fina lly fo rced him 
to ta ke the sa wdust o ff his flo o r. 
He wa s a n o ld-timer a nd lo v ed 
the feel o f sa wdust under his feet, 
a nd he tho ught a gro cery sto re 
witho ut sa wdust wa s like a la dy 
go ing to church in a ba thing suit. 
Da d ha d kno wn hunger in his 
y o uth a nd 
co uldn’t 
turn 
a wa y 
a ny o ne hungry . When a jo bless 
custo mer ha d so big a ta b he 
wa s to o emba rra ssed to co me in 
himself, he wo uld send o ne o f his 
kids to the sto re with a n o rder, 
kno wing da d wo uld 
a lwa y s 
fill 
the ba sket. 
But da d ha d his o wn philo so phy 
a bo ut credit. 
“ Yo u ca n giv e it if y o ur sto re 
is in a wo rking cla ss neighbo r­ 
ho o d,” he sa id, “ beca use a po o r 
ma n, a fter being o ut o f wo rk, 


He ex p lained cou rtesy is a form 
of self-discip line—doing what y o u 
shou ld do ev en thou gh y ou may not 
be obliged to do it.

MANY ACCIDENTS, he said, are 
; cau sed by discou rteou s behav ior on 
the p art of motorists. 
“ The 
c o u r t e o u s motorist,” 
j Greene said, “ needs 
no 
law re ­ 
q u iring him to giv e p edestrians a 
break . He is considerate of others 
j by force of habit.”

Greene listed eight su ggestions 
for wou ld-be cou rteou s motorists. 
1. Giv e p edestrians a bre a k -tim e 
to get ou t of y ou r way . 
2. At night, lower y ou r be a m s 
when meeting other cars. 
3. Yield the right of way , ev en 
thou gh the other fellow may be 
wrong. 
4. Ov ertak e and p ass only when 
y ou are su re y ou can do so with 
safety to other cars as well as y ou r 
own. 
5. Watch ou t for children — l e t 
them cross safely . Esp ecially , k now 
and obey 
the regu lations 
abou t 
stop p ing 
for school 
bu ses 
when 
children are getting on or off. 
6. Adju st y ou r sp eed according to 
conditions of 
weather, 
road and 
time of day . 
7. Don’t be a road hog. Keep to 
the right. 
8. Don’t “ horn” y ou r way throu gh 
traffic.

FLIGHT LESSON 
IF U. S OFFICIALS in Europe have 
learned anything from the latest Red air 
provocation it should be not to fly border 
patrols with obsolete planes. 
There are several U. S. wings of the rela­ 
tively inferior jets in Europe. Logistical 
necessity presumably requires this, nor is 
there anything wrong with the F-B4s when 
used for training. The place for them 
though is assuredly not over the front lines 
in the continental cold war. That’s where 
the first team belongs. 
Nothing, of course, will come of our de­ 
mands for an apology from the Czech Com­ 
munists. Already they are claiming that 
black is white and that our planes had in­ 
vaded their territory. Next they'll be say­ 
ing our boys shot first, though they fired 
not at all. 
It is more profitable to note the vigor 
and firmness with which Dr. James B. 
Conant, new U. S. commissioner in Ger­ 
many, responded to the emergency, If the 
Reds were trying to test the former Har­ 
vard prexy'* mettle they know now he is 
far from being a bookworm. He demon­ 
strated he can throw the book as well as 
read it; perhaps that should give t h e m 
pause. 


RETROACTIVE ECONOMY 
MEMBERS OF CONGRESS, up for re­ 
election next year, favor a slight lowering 
o f taxes so they cannot be accused of 
welching on campaign promises. The White 
House favors balancing of the budget as a 
brake on inflation. 
Perhaps Sen. Harry F. Bvrd of Virginia 
has a solution which will head off a no- 
holds-barred fight on this issue in Con­ 
gress. The federal government has carry­ 
over appropriation* and long-term liabili­ 
ties totaling $102 billion. That’s a stack of 
obligations, and Senator Byrd proposes 
that Congress cancel much of this. 
No doubt many of the programs for 
which these appropriations were made in 
advance were wastefully c o n c e i v e d . ! 
Enough could be pruned of this mountain 
of advance obligations to balance the budg- j 
et and leave a surplus for tax reduction. 
This seems like an excellent opportunity 
to balance the budget and lower taxes at 
one stroke. And it would have the further 
advantage of making economy retroactive, 
yanking back some of the money that has 
been committed by profligate mistakes in 
the past. 


Retiring members of the recent adminis­ 
tration at Washington collected $800,000 for 
unused vacations. It seems they caught the 
taxpayers coming and going. 


For a year or more I have bern planning 
to write about a mixed-up book, "The Iron 
Curtain Over America," bv Professor John 
Beaty, but I never got around to it, what 
with one thing or another. This book is hav­ 
ing a widespread circulation, some organ­ 
isation sending out free copier of which I 
got several. 
I rccieved from Jam es W. Fairfield Jr., 
pastor of the First Congregational Church 
of Los Angeles and founder of Spiritual 
Mobilization, a pamphlet attacking t h i s 
book, written by V. Or va I Watts for t h e 
publication, "Faith and Freedom.'* 
It is impossible to read Professor John 
Beaty’s book without reaching the conclu­ 
sion that the professor seeks to prove that 
Communism is a Jewish movement. He de­ 
velops a theory about "Judatied Khazars” 
for which there is no historical basis. The 
Khazars were a Turkish people, small in 
number, who were converted to Judaism 
in the 9th century and who were absorbed 
among the Jewish. Turkish and Russian 
peoples and disappeared from history by 
the end of the lith century. 
Mr. Watts calls attention to Professor 
Beaty's carelessness rn citing his authori­ 
ties. He says: 
"At the outset a critical reader m a y 
note that the author sometimes gives refer­ 
ences for trifling details, while he makes 
many highly important allegations without 
a sc rap of supporting evidence or documen­ 
tation." 
Professor Beaty makes a violent attack 
on the Babylonian Talmud, which is an en­ 
cyclopedia of huge dimensions that h a s 
only recently appeared .in full English 
translation. I have found, over the years, 
that many who quote from It have never 
read it either in the original or in transla­ 
tion but have seen some excerpts. It is a 
difficult task to read the Talmud because 
it is prepared in a scholastic manner, giv­ 
ing the pros and cons on many questions, 
the wrong point of view being set up with 
the object of having it knocked down. 
The Talmud also contains history, sci­ 
ence, genealogy, anthropology, myths, fic­ 
tion, folklore and adages. One can find in 
it both sides of most questions and some 
arguments to uphold each side. Such per­ 
sons as John Beaty and Elizabeth Dolling 
issue pronouncements on this great work 
without proper preparation. 
After the fall of the temple in Jerusalem 
in 70 A D., many Jewish scholars and rab­ 
bis settled in Babylonia, where academies 
already existed for the study of the law. 
The academies at Sura and Pambedita 
achieved the greatest distinction. 
Professor George Foot Moore, at o n e 
time professor of the History of Religion rn 
H arvard University, who, although a Chris­ 
tian, was, in his day, one of the world’s 
greatest authorities on the Jews, wrote: 
"It is proper to say that the Talmud is 
one of the books of which even the best 
translation is in large part to be understood 
only with the aid of the original and of the 
Hebrew commentaries."

flamed when the LL b. tax court 
and the U. S. circuit court of ap­

Equality Association are not de­ 
ductible for income tax purposes, 
lf upheld by the Supreme Court 
and generally applied, the decis­ 
ion will save many

such organizations. 
The NTEA’s principal objective 
was to persuade Congress to im­ 
pose a tax on farm and allied co­ 
operatives, which is a legitimate 
•ndeavor. But the federal courts 
held that its chief activity wa*

not a bona fide organization en­ 
titled to the consideration 
ac­ 
corded such groups as the U S. 
Chamber of Commerce, the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufactur­ 
ers, recognized labor unions and 
agricultural associations.

But dad had his own philosophy 
about credit.

VV ith regard to the Jews, Profes­ 
sor Moore wrote: 
“ Of all the religions which at the 
beginning of the Christian era flour­ 
ished in the Roman and Parthian 
empires, Judaism alone has s u r ­ 
vived, and it survived because it 
succeeded in achieving a unity of 
belief and observance among Jews 
in all their wide dispersion then 
and since. , .” 
It is because of the existence of 
the Talmud that such uniformity 
could be achieved. Professor Moore 
has stated the essence of the Jew ­ 
ish faith in one concise paragraph 
which I quote herewith: 
“ The foundation of Judaism 
is 
the belief that religion is revealed. 
What man is to believe concerning 
God and what duty God requires of 
man, he has made known in one 
form or another by revelation. Spe­ 
cific commandments had been giv­ 
en to Adam, Noah. Abraham, and 
Jacob; to Moses the complete reve­ 
lation was given once for all. The 
prophets who came after him re­ 


peated, explained, emphasized, ap­ 
plied, what was revealed to Moses; 
they added nothing to it. The reve­ 
lation to Moses was in part em­ 
bodied in w riting in the Pentateuch, 
in part transmitted o ra lly f r o m 
generation to generation in unbrok­ 
en succession down to the schools 
of the Law in which tradition was 
defined, formulated, and systema­ 
tized. The whole of religion was re­ 
vealed—'nothing was kept back in 
heaven’—and the whole content 
revelation was religion ” 
In the present confusion in this 
world of ours, we need to try to 
find some clarity, particularly in 
defining our terms. Otherwise, we 
strengthen the enemy of all of us.
